EL TORO MARINE AIR STA­

tims, but w rong names were given 
for the plane’s passengers 
The 
mistake resulted in the relatives 
of 33 Marines being told erroneous­ 
ly that the service men had per­ 
ished. 
Several hours later a corrected 
list was rel°ascd, It was made up 
of 34 passengers, five actual crew­ 
men and one Marine listed as a 
crewman who was “ hitching” a 
ride. 
Many Marines who were errone­ 
ously listed as casualties said their 
families did not believe them when 
they telephoned to say they were 
alive. 
Marine officials explained that a 
mixup in flight records caused the 
release of wrong names. They said 
the first list of victims was ac­ 
tually the passenger Ii st for an 
other plane in the same overseas 
flight with the ill-fated aircraft

Plane Dips Low 
On Approach; 
Crashes Into Hill 


Third Disaster in 
World Aviation 
< 
Within Three Days 


CAIRO, Egypt TP) — A French 
airliner on its way from Indochina 
to Paris' dipped too low in ap­ 
proaching Cairo airport today, hit 
a 
desert 
sandhill, 
crashed and 
burned, killing 52 of 64 persons 
on board. 
It was 12 hours after the crash 
before officials of the French air­ 
line were able to confirm and an­ 
nounce 
that 
64 
persons 
were 
aboard. 
The officials said the four-engin- 
ed DC6B carried 55 passengers and 
9 crew members. 
Only 12 ol the 
64 survived—6 crew members and 
6 passengers 
Most of the surviv­ 
ors 
were 
in 
critical 
condition, 
though all but possibly one were 
expected to recover. 
Pilot Capt 
Charles Billet wa* 
among the survivors. 
He said his 
co pilot was dragging the plane in 
low over the desert toward the 
international airport in pre-dawn 
darkness when “he became too 
low.”

The Bulganin Offer

The United States cannot now 
or ever be a party to any plan of 
world settlement which calls for t 
dividing the globe into Commtin* j 
ist and non-Communist spheres of 
influence. Our moral position be­ 
fore the world demands that at all | 
times we speak and act for free­ 
dom. 
That is perhaps the chief reason 
why President Eisenhower 
could { 
do no other than reject Russian 
Premier Bulganin’s offer of 
a 
treaty of friendship between the J 
United States and the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
Bulganin’s proposal, set forth in 
his 
letter to the 
President, 
is 
basically a program 
for gaining 
American acceptance of Russian 
conquests to date. 
We would be 
asked, in effect, to enter upon a 
new 
era 
of 
“Soviet-American 
friendship” in which we would do 
nothing at all to disturb Russian 
rule over millions of enslaved peo- j 
pies.

It is one thing to recognize, as 
we do, the existence of a military 
stalemate in the world today. 
It 
is quite another to extend formal 
recognition, to condone, 
Soviet 
conquests in Europe during and 
after World War II. 
Hie only hope the enslaved have 
Is America’s 
moral support, 
its 
dedication 
to the cause of their 
freedom, To abandon them wmuld 
be unthinkable, even though it is 
thoroughly plain we cannot now 
do anything concrete about 
re­ 
storing their liberty. 
Furthermore, we have no assur­ 
ance whatsoever that a treaty of 
friendship with Russia 
would be 
worth a ruble. 
Russia’s path is 
strewn 
with broken 
treaties of 
this sort. 
They are maintained 
wily so long as they are thought 
convenient 
and 
useful to 
the 
Kremlin. 
In this specific instance, too, it 
seems fair to conclude the Rus­ 
sian leaders imagined their offer 
might drive a wedge between us 
and Britain on the occasion of the 
Eisenhower-Eden 
conversations.

men. but so secret only the bare 
details can be told, missiles ex­

Trevor Gardner 
charged i 
that the Defense Department has 
failed to follow up vital scientific 
discoveries that could revolution­ 
ize air warfare. 
He warned ferv­ 
ently that the 
Russians may be 
pursuing these scientific concepts, 
thus gaining a military advantage 
that could spell disaster for the 
United States. 
Gardner has just resigned as 
assistant 
air force 
secretary 
protest 
against 
the lagging re­ 
search program. He was prompt­ 
ly summoned behind closed doors 
by the House Military Appropria­ 
tions subcommittee to explain his 
stand. For three hours, he talked 
frankly about the internal conflicts 
that are holding back military re­ 
search. 
Here are highlights that 
can be safely told. 
1. 
Gardner revealed we have 
broken through the scientific bar­ 
rier on new' propulsion ideas and 
aerodynamic concepts that hold a 
“tremendous 
promise.” 
These 
could boost the range, altitude and 
speed of our planes and missiles, 
he said—if we are willing to take 
the financial risk. 
Yet, for econ­ 
omy reasons, the Defense Depart­ 
ment’s civilian command has re­ 
fused to go ahead. 
2. 
He charged bluntly that our 
military planners “ are underesti­ 
mating 
the 
Russians.” 
Intelli­ 
gence 
reports 
from 
behind the 
Iron Curtain, he claimed, indicate 
that Soviet scientists are progress­ 
ing faster on atomic and guided 
missile 
research 
than we had 
credited them. 


Gardner, himself a Republican, 
was hit by a few hostile questions 
from 
Republicans attempting to 
defend the administration. 
“The Joint Chiefs of Staff told 
us they were satisfied .with the de­ 
fense budget,” rasped Congress­ 
man Errett Scrivner, Kansas Re­ 
publican. 
Gardner waved a secret docu­ 
ment which he had sent to Secre­ 
tary 
Quarles, 
requesting more 
in money for research and develop­ 
ment.

“General 
Twining 
(the 
Air 
Force chief) was one of the en­ 
dorsers of this document,” Gand- 
ncr 
retorted. 
“He is the 
only’ 
member

Scrivner then pointed out that 
the past 
record showed 
more 
money had been earmarked for 
research 
and 
development pro­ 
gressively each year. 
“If you read the fiscal reports, 
it looks as if research and devel­ 
opment funds have been going up 
each year,” Gardner agreed. “But 
what 
happened 
was 
a major 
change in bookkeeping. 
Actually, 
we received less money last year 
than the year before. 
And this 
year we received less than last 
year.”

3. He warned that our defenses 
against enemy attack have been 
crippled for economy’s sake. The 
minimum needs, outlined in the 
famous Killian report,

Gardner objected vigorously 
to the Defense Department’s prior­ 
ity system, which puts equal em­ 
phasis on the intercontinental bal­ 
listics missile and the medium- 
range guided-missile.

Ship Sails with 
Tanks for Saudi Arabia 
As Embargo is Lifted 


WASHINGTON 
HP) 
— Israel’s 
chances of getting U. S. arms aid, 
including some jet planes, have im­ 
proved as a result of events of the 
past three days, some administra­ 
tion officials said today. 
They emphasized that no deci­ 
sion has been reached but said Is- 
real may get some favorable reac­ 
tion on its arms request as a result 
of the controversial shipment of 
18 U. S. tanks to Saudi Arabia. 
Saudi Arabia is one of Israel's 
Arab foes in the Middle East. 
The freighter James Monroe sail­ 
ed from Brooklyn N. Y., today with 
the tanks. 
Late Sunday night, 29 
of the ship’s 33 crew members de­ 
manded a 25 per cent bonus as 
wartime pay for making the voy­ 
age, which was granted after a 
brief delay in sailing.

After the tank shipment was dis- 
j closed by the United Press and 
prompted critical outcries, the gov­ 
ernment early Friday clamped an 
embargo on any arms shipments 
to the Middle East. 
But the em­ 
bargo was lifted some 43 hours 
later. 
Rep. Emanuel 
Ceiler 
(DNY) 
charged Sunday that “oil inter­ 
ests” represented by Undersecre­ 
tary of State Herbert Hoover Jr , 
persuaded President Eisenhower to 
lift the embargo. 
Ceiler said the “oil interests got 
to the President’s ear” on the con­ 
troversial arms shipment. He said 
“they are represented by Herbert 
Hoover Jr. who in the past has re­ 
ceived some very lucrative con­ 
tracts” from them. 
Hoover was not available to re­ 
porters and a State Department 
sopkesman declined comment on 
Celler’s charge. 
The New York 
congressman, a frequent critic of

the extremely vital blood program 
of the American Red Cross, which 
during the last year provided some 
hospital patient with one pint of 
blood every 20 seconds. The blood 
was made available to a fellow 
American through the Red Cross 
and was given free of charge to 
the patient. 
In addition to whole blood the 
Red Cross furnished hospitals with 
blood derivatives. The most wide­ 
ly used derivatives are scrum al­ 
bumin, which has generally replac­ 
ed plasma for the treatm ent of 
shock, and gamma globulin which 
is used to prevent serious after 
effects of measle and used in the 
tream ent of infectious hepatitis. 
If the country’s ill and injured 
are to continue to be provided with 
the whole blood and the blood de­ 
rivatives they 
will require this 
year, one out of every 20 persons 
between the ages of 18 and 60 will 
need to make at least one blood 
donation in 1956.

Congress Experts 
Propose Cut 
In Cabaret Tax 


WASHINGTON (lit—Congressional 
tax experts are proposing a reduc­ 
tion in the tax levied on persons 
who go night-clubbing, it was dis­ 
closed today. 
They have recommended that 
the 20 per cent cabaret tax be cut 
to IO per cent. This is the tax that 
is added to the custom er’s tab at 
eating and drinking places where 
entertainm ent or dancing is pro­ 
vided. 
The tax cut, which would result 
in an estimated 20-mUlion-dollar 
loss in annual revenue, was rec­
